T IS a privilege to express briefly an appreciation of the worth 
and talents of the late Justice Victor J. Dowling. In his profes- 
sional career in the law he was distinguished for his brilliancy as 

member of the Bar, and for his exceptional record as a Justice of 
ie Supreme Court and as Presiding Justice of the Appellate Division 
f the Supreme Court of the First Department. During the twenty- 
ve years of his career upon the Bench he earned the respect of the 
ublic with the clarity of his opinions, his patience, deliberation, and 
ie prompt disposition of the litigation that came before him.
